The immediate canse of Hutton’s 
death was eating the leaves Of ash-trees: he 
had been walking threugh.a field bordered with 
ash-trees, on the falling leaves of which some 
cows were feeding greedily. They were fat, in 
géod condition, and Hutton, thought what is 
good for the cow is good for the man ; sv he 
collected a quantity of the ash-leaves, took them 
home, boiled them, and fed on them for several 
days. He was taken ill, and removed to the 
Fever Hospital, Dunfermline, where he died, after 
some days of great suffering. He had reached 
his fifty-fifth year, On searching his house his 
relatives found, in an old teakettle, a cheque for 
£70, the interest on which had been -accumuolat- 
ing for seventeen yeafs ; and a deposit-book 
showed a balance of £61 to his credit in the Na- 
tional Security Savings Bunk. Several £1 notes, 
and a quantity of loose money, in half-crowns, 
shillings, &c., were also found concealed in the 
house ; and the miserable man possessed con- 
siderable property in Dunfermline. Caulfield or 
Kirby would have enshrined Hutton tn their 
books of wonderful people ; though he dues not 
rank with Roger Crab, who subsisted, at three 
farthings a week, upon bran, herbs, rvots, dock- 
leaves, mallows, and grass ; his drink water ;
